GENTLEMEN :— We have the honor to herewith submit the twelfth 
‘annual report of the Board of Park Commissioners, together with the 
eleventh annual report of the General Superintendent of Parks, as re- 
quired by Section 4 of the Ordinance establishing a Park Department. 

Considering the small amount of money appropriated for construction 
‘this year, considerable work has been accomplished. The public can bet- 

ter see the results of our work as the roadway has been opened for public 
travel from Boylston Street to Western Avenue and from River Street to 
‘Pleasant Street. 

We earnestly urge that a generous appropriation may be made the 
‘coming year so that the roadway may be completed from River Street to 
Magazine Street. 

For particulars of the work done during the past year, we respect- 
fully refer you to the accompanying report of the General Superintendent 
who has so adequately covered the ground.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT OF PARK 


CamBripGE, December 1, 1904. 


To the Board of Park Commissioners of the City of Cambridge : — 


GrnTLEMEN : — I have the honor to present my second annual repo! 
as General Superintendent of Parks, which gives a complete account ¢ 
the work performed by this department under the direction of your Boat 
during the past year, and also contains certain recommendations and sug 
gestions for which I ask your careful consideration. 


SECTION A. 
(Area 9.07 acres. ) 


Section A extends from the south line of Main Street as widened fe 
the approach to the new bridge, to the west line of the third street ea 
of Massachusetts Avenue. 

Seven Welsbach lights have been maintained here during the year 

The trees on this section are in a fair condition. 

During the early fall, under the direction of the Bridge Commission 
ers, 300 lineal feet of the curved portion of sea wall was taken up ail 
reset on a line with the straight wall up stream from the curve, makin 
the wall straight from Harvard Bridge to Cambridge Bridge. Ballast h 
been placed back of wall, also filling. | 

The easterly end of this section should be resurfaced, as there at 
several dangerous places in the roadway. ‘The extra filling for this s 
tion to conform with new approaches to Cambridge Bridge, can be obtain 
at a very small expense as the dumping grounds on this section are ver 
limited. Considerable loam is needed and should be purchased at on 
as every year the expense is greater. 


SECTION B. 
(Area 19.72 acres. ) 


Section B extends from the west line of the third street east 
Massachusetts Avenue to the west line of the fourth street west of 
avenue, but does not include Massachusetts Avenue. | 

Four men have been employed here the greater part of the sea: 
in the care of lawns, streets and shrubbery; also during the sum 
months a watering cart has been employed.

The settees on this section have been repaired and painted and I 
would suggest that more settees be placed out next season. 
The shrubbery is in good condition, but more planting should be done 


in the early spring. 


The trees will need restaking and tying. 
As stated last year the river walk is in poor shape, also the walk on 
the property side, — both require filling and top surfacing. The uneven- 


ness of these walks has prompted visitors to walk on the bordering turf, 
thereby injuring the same. 


As stated last year, it would be well if the property owners were to 


| build up their land to a corresponding grade with the adjoining park land, 
thus avoiding the present ragged appearance. 


The catch basins have been cleaned. 

_ The iron fence has been repaired and painted. 
Twenty-six Welsbach lights have been maintained during the year. 
The roadway on either side of the third and fourth lawns west of 


‘Massachusetts Avenue should be resurfaced. 


There remains to be built on this section 357 feet of sea wall in order 


to complete the proposed plan. 


There has been a call for some time for a boat landing or mooring 
near Harvard Bridge. Persons having boats in that vicinity were obliged 


to climb up and down the life ladders and over the iron fence. To satisfy 
this want the department, early in the summer, constructed a large float 


orratt twenty feet by thirty feet. An opening and gate were made in 
the fence about two hundred feet west of Harvard Bridge. A runway 
four feet wide and thirty feet long, securely braced and trussed, was con- 
structed. One end of the runway was hinged to the capstone of the wall

by 3 iron Baizars, the other end was fastened by means of eye bolts and an 


iron rod to the centre of the raft. With this arrangement the raft would 


_ SWing in and out and rise up and down with the tide, enabling boats to 








land at either high or low water. To prevent an up or down stream 
motion of the raft, guy lines were placed from each end to the wall. For 
Safety a light iron railing was securely fastened to either side of the 
runway. 

This landing as constructed worked to a nicety and sprang into imme- 
diate success. Several steam and naptha launches besides numerous 
smaller boats were moored here during the remainder of the season. 


SECTION C. 
(Area 13.39 acres. ) 
Section C extends from the west line of the fourth street cs of 
Massachusetts Avenue to the east line of Brookline Street but does not 
include the right of way of the Grand Junction Railroad. 
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No work of any moment has been done since the completion of the 
gravel contract in December, 1903. At the beginning of that work it wa 
intended to place the gravel at such a grade that the material excavatec 
for loam spaces would bring the roadway and walks to finished grade 
As the whole amount called for in this contract was not delivered it wai 
impossible to carry out the original idea, so that only a part of the sectiox 
is ready for trees and finishing. I would reccommend that the filling 
necessary to finish this road be placed as soon as possible so that the loam 
spaces and planting may be completed. 

During the year the following material has been received :— about 
1,710 cubic yards of cinders at a cost of $427.57 ; about 1,611 cubic yard 
of filling at a cost of $268.13; 22.07 cubic yards of gravel at a cost of 
$11.04. 

The final payment, amounting to $1,502.97, has been made on the 
gravel contract with W. B. Mullen. 


SECTION D. 
( Area 88.31 acres. ) 


Section D extends from the west line of Brookline Street to the south 
line of River Street. 
On this section the usual work has been done on the trees, shrubs. 
turf covered strips, walks and roads. 
Twenty-nine Welsbach lights have been maintained here, eighteer 
on the driveway and eleven on the island, together with three arc light 
on the beach during the bathing season. | 
Two men have been employed here during the season. 
The walks are in poor condition and should be resurfaced. 
_ The trees show pleasing results. 
During the year considerable filling has been bought at a low price. © 
The road at the top of the beach extending from River Street to 
line of Magazine Street is in a fair way to completion. : 
During the season the following material has been received : — 3,61 
loads of ashes at a cost of $902.75; 5,309 loads of filling at a cost o 
$1,327.25; and 196.8 cubic yards of loam at a cost of $98.40. 
The ball field on this section has been surfaced with loam and is i 
fair condition for games. { 
The dyke needs some attention this spring, as it shows considerabl 
settlement, owing to the spring tides. 
The bathing beach is quite muddy here at times, owing to the actio1 
of the river at this point. This mud should be removed when possible t 
do so and the beach resurfaced. :

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ie The land bounded by Pearl, Granite, Magazine Streets and Charles 
River Road, could be utilized for tennis courts at a very small cost by 
placing over the entire surface a coating of cinders and top-surfacing the 
‘same with loam. By putting this plan into effect the present unsightly 
‘surroundings would be improved. 

During the season numerous requests have been made by mothers 
and kindergarten teachers for a wading pool for the smaller children and 
we hope to have the same installed this coming year, in accordance with 
plans made some time ago by Olmsted Brothers. 

At the bath house two police officers and the usual number of attend- 
ants were employed. ‘The check system which was installed last year 
proved very satisfactory in handling large crowds of bathers. The entire 
force of attendants were on duty each day, from June 22 to September 19, 
between the hours of 9 a. m. and 10 v. m., with the exception of four 
hours at low tide. 

The total receipts from suits, towels and lockers amounted to 
$1,461.15, and the estimated number of bathers was 48,570. The laun- 
dering has been done by Monk’s Custom Laundry, at a cost of $1.00 per 
hundred _pieces. 

As more dressing rooms are needed, I would recommend that the 
men’s house be extended to the women’s house, as about thirty dressing 
rooms could be put in this additional space at a small cost to the 
department. ‘ 


SECTION E. 
6 Area 1.77 acres. ) 


Section E extends from the north line of River Street to the south 
line of Western Avenue. 
No construction has been done here during the year. 

The old buildings on this section used for coal purposes should be 
removed, thus opening up a continuous drive from Mount Auburn Street 
to Brookline Street, including Magazine Beach known as Captain’s Island. 
This could be done at a trifling cost, as the ground is about at grade.

SECTION F. 
(Area 13.89 acres. ) 


- Section F extends from the north line of Western Avenue to the east 
line of Boylston Street. 
The work on this section during the year was caring for the Charles 
River Road, walks, planted spaces, grass plots, trees and shrubs. 
_ Between Boylston and DeWolf Streets the road and walks have been 


oe 
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partially surfaced, also the ribbon strips on either side of the road have) 
been raised to grade. Considerable loam and gravel was required on this) 
work. 
The trees on this section require early attention. 
The two wharf properties on this section should be excavated, and 
the filling utilized for shaping the slope in the immediate vicinity. 
The planting space at the top of the beach has been graded with 
loam between Richardson & Bacon’s coal wharf and Plympton Street 
also between Otter and Beaver Streets. This space is all ready for spring 
planting. | 
The Charles River Road has been sub-graded between DeWolf Street 
and Western Avenue at a very small cost, as considerable cinders and 
excavations have been received from contractors in the immediate 
vicinity. 
The ribbon strip on the left of the road between Flagg and Stiles 
Streets has been completed and is ready for tree planting; also the 
walk back of the same has been top-surfaced. There are still some settle 
ments in the planting space on this section which require loam surfacing 
also shrubbery should be replaced. | 
The effect of the cold weather has in some respects been quite disas 
trous to plant life, and a good many varieties of trees, shrubs, vines, ete. 
that in the past have been considered quite hardy to our climate, have 
forfeited that classification in this section, and will have to be more 
less discarded from use in plantings intended for permanent effect. 
This section has been kept in usual good trim, as required by th 
prominent location and popular use, but the limited means available fol 
maintenance and construction have restricted the execution of this worl 
which should receive attention the coming season. 
The sea wall on this section between Western Avenue and a line a 
Stiles Street should be built as soon as possible, as the remainder of thi 
section could be completed at a very small cost. f 
The iron fence east of Boylston Street has been repaired aii painter 
The following material has been received on this section : — 544 loaé 
of filling at a cost of $54.40; about 3,677 loads of ashes at a cost ¢ 
$919.35; about 5,390 loads of filling at a cost of $1,347.41; 246.4 cub 


yards of gravel at a cost of $123.20; and 1 ,059.43 cubic yards of loam ¢ 
a cost of $536.68. 


SECTION G. 
(Area 16.07 acres. ) 


Section G extends from the west line of Boylston Street to the es 
line of the land of the Stillman Infirmary. : 
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The work done on this section was caring for Charles River Road, 
walks, planted spaces, grass plots, trees and shrubs. 
| As stated last year, the walks need new surfacing on account of the 
travel to and from the Stadium. With the exception of repaving the 
“paved slope on old gas wharf site, there has been no new work done on 
this section the past year. 

Twenty-six Welsbach lights have been maintained here. 

Four men have been employed most of the season. 

The iron fences at the top of the beach west of Boylston Street and 
along Mt. Auburn Street have been repaired and painted. 

The beach between the Stillman Infirmary and the gas wharf needs 
attention as the current at this point has carried the gravel out into the 
river. 

At the present time considerable work is being done on the paved 
beach. 

The catch basins are in good condition for the winter season. 





SECTION H. 
(Area 1.44 acres. ) 


Section H extends from the east line of the land of the Stillman 
Infirmary to the Metropolitan Park taking at Gerry’s Landing. 
During the season the trees and grass have been cared as usual, 
and the section is in very good condition. 
The iron fence on this section has been repaired and painted. 
The walk should be regraded with some binding material as its 
present uneven condition compels pedestrians to walk on the grass. 


CAMBRIDGE FIELD. 
(Area 12.64 acres. ) 


Three men were employed here a part of the season caring for the 
lawns, walks and shrubbery. 
During the season the base-ball grounds were thoroughly overhauled. 
This necessitated considerable shaping and rolling; about 73.96 cubic 
yards of loam were received here at a cost of $48.07. 
The base-ball grounds proved a continuous attraction to the sporting 
element and they were in use every fair day during the season, especially 
on Saturdays and holidays, and I regret to state that the urgent demand 
for seats or bleachers could not be fulfilled. I earnestly hope that suf- 
ficient appropriation will be made this year, as the people who patronize 
the games are made up mostly of the working classes and should be given 
“some consideration. These bleachers could be built at a very small cost 
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and would be very much appreciated by those witnessing the games. 
Outdoor games certainly prove a large attraction and have a most bene- 
ficial, instructive, healthy and elevating influence. : 
The beneficial results which might be obtained through the introduc- 
tion of play-grounds, gymnasia, baths, etc., in our parks, would increase 
their usefulness and popularity, and would clearly show that the great 
value of our park system is not only what its attractive features show to 
the eye, but also the splendid opportunities offered in the way of healthy 
exercise. This is especially true with reference to use of our parks by } 
children. . 
During the year a number of accidents occurred to children ce 
tilting on the seesaws, and I have been requested by parents living in the 
immediate vicinity to have same removed. I would recommend that 
the tilts be replaced by a safe circle swing. | 
Tennis courts and croquet grounds were laid out at the beginning of 
the summer and were used quite extensively. | 
On the children’s playground a wading pool is much needed for use 
during the extremely hot weather and many requests have been made foul 
same. 
I would also recommend a shelter covering for the sand courts, the 
same to be composed of iron or steel. A structure of this kind would be 
of permanent use, providing shelter not only from the hot sun but also 
during showers, as the present shelter is inadequate. I strongly believe 
in the good accomplished through these playgrounds, outdoor gymnasia, 
etc., and believe that money expended for same is well invested. 
During the year seven arc lights have been maintained, and more are. 
required, especially during the skating season as the crowds of people on 
entering and leaving the field at night, trample on the planted spaces and 


break down the shrubbery on account of the poorly lighted condition of 
the field. | 
As stated last year numerous requests for band concerts have bell 
made, and notwithstanding the fact that we have one of the best han 


stands in the City, there were no band concerts given here last season. 

This field in its present condition does not call for expensive main- 
tenance, in fact it will never bea very costly place to maintain considering 
its size and its great usefulness to a people who are most in need of 
recreation and playgrounds. ‘The field could be greatly improved if the 
necessary funds were available. As was stated last year the walks nee 
to be rolled and a coating of stone dust placed on the surface. 

It is to be hoped that the Water Board will be able to furnish water 
to flood the field for skating purposes, as it is a well known fact that this 
field is one of the few skating fields where skating can be enjoyed to its 
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illest extent with absolute safety. We hope that for the benefit of all

removed and placed near the Wyman School, thus making. it more con- 

venient for the kindergarten. — 

R As stated last year, plans and specifications were made for a Sanitary 
~ Building which it was deemed inexpedient to build at that time, but it is 

“hoped that the same, together with a shelter, may be constructed during 

gthe coming year. I would also recommend that the construction and 


The trees and Seba in the Nursery are in good condition. 

_, As mentioned in the report of last year, some of the trees, and espe- 
cially the oaks, will soon be too large to transplant successfully. It would 
_be advisable to transplant these trees to Cambridge Field, as shade trees 
J much needed on that section.

No construction work has been performed here during the year. 
Considerable filling has been received without expense to the 
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Ballast should be placed back of sea wall to protect it and allow the 
work of filling to continue. 

The filled portion of the ground should be graded. . 

There is a great demand for a bathing beach in this section of the 
City. This work could be accomplished much cheaper this coming season 
than later, on account of the large bay directly back of the unfilled portion 
of the sea wall, requiring only an opening in the wall where slope can be 
mace. q 

If this plan is carried out, this place will become one of the most 
popular resorts in our park system on account of the facilities for boating 
and bathing. 


CAMBRIDGE COMMON. 


The usual attention has been given to the care of the Cam bridal 
Common, such as cutting of grass and caring for the walks. 
The grass plots should be regraded with loam, as the surface water 
stands in several places. t 
Two men have been employed here almost constantly. 
In the early winter a skating rink was established at considerable 
expense to the department, but it was not used, on account of the scarcity 
of water. 
About 63.7 cubic yards of Hae were received at a cost of $44.59. — 
The base-ball grounds were resurfaced with loam and rolled; alse 
goal posts were placed on the field and the grounds were in constant use. 
I would recommend that the grass, shrubs and trees on the Common 
be kept up to a high state of cultivation, especially the section surround 
ing the Soldiers’ Monument, which is considered the finest piece of sculp: 
tural architecture in our City. The treatment of the grounds should be 
in harmony with the design of the monument. In other words, thi 
grounds of the Cambridge Common should at least conform to the stan 
dard of the lawns of private estates surrounding same. a! 
The gun carriages and cannon are in excellent condition, also fence 
surrounding monument. All the walks require resurfacing. | 
Many requests have been made for additional settees. 


BROADWAY COMMON. 


The usual attention has been given to the Broadway Common, such 
as cutting the grass, taking care of the shrubs and walks. Considerable 
loam is needed to build up the shrubbery beds, also new shrubbery shoule 
be added. 
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_ As the larger portion of the walks are composed of brick, it would be 
\dvisable to have the new walks built of the same material. 

The iron fence surrounding the common is in a fair condition. 

The shrubbery made some headway the past year. 

Several reports have been made of children walking and running on 
he planted spaces and grass plots, destroying the shrubbery and breaking 
lown the wire guards. I would suggest that in order to overcome these 
omplaints and trouble with the children, that a general playground be 
istablished on one section of the common so that the children could enjoy 
their games without trespassing on the planted spaces or in any way 
injuring the shrubbery. 

_ A-simple outdoor gymnasium and sand courts would be very much 
ippreciated on this Be non, and a number of requests have been made 
‘or same.

FORT WASHINGTON. 


This old fort, with its ancient three-gun battery and flag-staff, is in 
excellent condition. 

The usual care has been taken of the grass, walks and shrubbery. 
The guns and iron fence have been painted. 

During the Grand Army National Encampment held in Boston last 
jummer, thousands of veterans visited this old fort. 


WASHINGTON ELM. 


The usual care has been taken of this tree of Revolutionary fame. 

During the Grand Army and Episcopal Conventions multitudes of 

eople visited this spot, and never at any one time has the tree been vis- 

ited by so many strangers. To them every leaf, twig or piece of bark 

"Was precious and the citizens of Cambridge can scarcely realize the deep 
. and esteem which is held for this tree by the whole American 

ae the Episcopal erention representatives from various parts 

of the world paid homage to America’s most famous tree. 

_ On these occasions the tree was handsomely decorated. 

The tree at present is in about the same condition as last year. 

_ The leaves indicate considerable vitality.

However, it would be well to furnish the tree with a fresh supply of

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WINTHROP SQUARE. 


During the season the usual attention has been given to the trees, 
shrubbery, grass plots and walks. : 

The fence is in very poor condition. 

Considerable loam is needed for surfacing purposes. 

In the early spring the grass plots should be turned over, regraded 
and seeded. ' 

The walks need building up and shrubbery should be replaced. 


HASTINGS SQUARE. 


During the season the usual attention has been given to the trees, 
shrubbery, grass plots and walks. 

Some settlements are noticeable in the planting spaces. The 
shrubbery should be replaced and the walks require new surfacing. 

Numerous requests have been made for additional lights and settees. 


DANA SQUARE. 


The usual attention has been given to the trees, shrubbery, grass 
plots and walks. 

New shrubbery should be added in the early spring. ‘The turf plots 
should be turned over and reseeded. 

The walks require shaping and new surfacing. 

The fence surrounding the square has been repaired and painted. 


PUBLIC SQUARES. 


The little triangular spaces situated in the squares of our City are 
sadly neglected and should be given more thought and consideration in 
the beautifying and building up of our park system. i 

Lechmere Square, named after one Richard Lechmere, is one of the 
oldest and most unsightly squares in our City. This square could be 
greatly improved by enclosing the triangle with a durable stone coping, 
filling it in with loam and sodding, thus making an attractive and refresh- 
ing spot which would cost but a trifle more to maintain than the pare 
ments now existing. iy 

Kendall Square will in a very short time be the main ion sake to 
our new Cambridge Bridge which is considered by experts to be one of 
the finest structures of its kind in the world. This square should be 
treated in about the same way as has been suggested for Lechmere 
Square, in fact it should be the model square of our City and with the 
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roper treatment could be made as attractive as Copley Square or any 
quare within our midst. 

_ I would recommend that the following squares be treated in a 
similar manner : — Mechanic Square, situated at the junction of Broadway 
‘and Hampshire Street; Kelley Square, situated at the junction of Bridge 
‘and Gore Streets; and Porter Square, situated at the junction of 
| Massachusetts and Somerville Avenues. These refreshing green spots 
in our squares would be exceedingly attractive and would not encroach 
‘upon the proper width of the roadways. 


SCHOOLHOUSE GROUNDS. 


With few exceptions the schoolhouse grounds are in a very delapi- 
jated condition and have been so éver since they were placed in charge of 
the Park Department. Complaints have been received from the School 
Committee and also from the janitors about the poor condition of these 
grounds, but until we receive an appropriation for their care nothing can 
ye done to improve them. 
From a personal observation of the different schoolhouse grounds I 
find that most of them are large enough to treat with grass plots, shrubbery 
and flowering plants, thus giving the school children some practical 
knowledge of botany and at the same time beautifying our schools. 
There is no possible way of keeping up the beauty and good con- 
dition of our schoolhouse grounds with the limited appropriation for 
Maintenance. This is very much to be regretted and we hope will be 
remedied the coming year. What better benefit could the tax payers of 
our City expect to derive from money expended, than the fact that it will 
make children not only happy but also better for their future life and 
more useful as citizens ? 
SHADE TREES. 


During the year 79.56 cubic yards of loam have been received at 
a cost of $69.09. This has been used in the planting of new trees. 
Considerably more work has been done upon shade trees this year 
han in former years, and is as follows : —

There is so much to be said and done for the improvement of our 
shade trees that I hesitate to reeommend anything, but I will mention 2, 
few facts for your consideration. 

The appropriations for the care of our trees have never been sufi 
cient to allow of a systematic treatment. This fact is to a certain extent 
responsible for their present condition. In the trimming of trees very 
little was accomplished the past year except to remove dead wood, or 
limbs which interfered with traffic. | 

Trees growing in city streets necessarily require a great deal more 
attention than those growing in the forests. In the streets, the water 
which should go into the ground to nourish the tree is carried away by ; 
macadamized streets to the sewers, so that very little surface water 
reaches the roots of trees on our modern streets. In placing pipes under 
ground, such as sewer, gas or water pipes, sometimes roots are excavated 
and must be cut, thus injuring or destroying the tree. Leaks from gas” 
pipes are also very injurious to the growth of our trees.  @ 

In order to have healthy trees with these drawbacks, extra care 
must be taken of them. When they show a lack of vigor, the cause 
should be ascertained and if possible remedied. } 

There are a number of trees in different sections of the city with 
dangerous dead limbs. There are also quite a number of dead trees that 
have been practically dead for years. These are being removed as rapidly 
as possible. Immediate steps should be taken to preserve some of our 
largest and best trees. 

A great deal of trimming should be done the coming season. 

The young trees planted a few years ago need resupporting. 

A number of trees need wire guards 

I would respectfully recommend that a force of men under the dire o- 
tion of a competent foreman be put to work on a systematic treatment of 
the trees. This could be done at a small cost to the department.

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TREE PESTS. 


_ The gypsy, brown tail and tussock moths can be controlled by a 
horough campaign over the infested municipalities. The work of the 
ifferent committees on tree pests has shown that the damage and annoy- 
nee from these pests can be practically eliminated by the application of 
jorough remedial measures over the entire infested districts. 

It is greatly to be hoped that some effort to systematically control 
ue spread of these pests may be instituted, to the end that property 
wners may be spared the annual visitation of the caterpillar scourge. 
Until then, however, eternal vigilance is the price we must pay if our 
ees are to be saved. 

The most effectual method of destroying the brown tail moth is to 
smove and burn the nests. This should be done during the fall and 
arly winter when the nests can easily be seen. 

_ - Last year the street trees, the trees in the commons and squares, and 
the trees on private estates were systematically cleaned, with the result 
hat less injury has been done to the foliage and fewer complaints 
eceived. This, however, does not signify that we have exterminated the 
loths; on the contrary the condition of the trees at the present time 
ndicate the presence of a large number of nests and the work of exter- 
ination should begin early. 

In the case of the brown tail moth, action looking to the prevention 
of damage by the caterpillars is of more importance than the application 
‘ remedies after the insects have commenced feeding. With this insect 
he traditional “ounce of prevention” is worth many pounds of cure. 

_ For nearly six months, or generally speaking from the first of Octo- 
ar to the first of April, these insects are massed together within their 
ilken winter webs. These webs are attached to the tips of the twigs, 
wre grayish-white in color, and easily seen when the foliage has fallen 
rom the trees. 

_ In the case of either fruit or shade trees of ordinary size, nothing is 
sier than to cut off and burn the webs. At the present time a small 
of men are at work on the trees and a great many more are needed 
in order to check the ravages of these pests. 

_ Wherever the gypsy and tussock moths are found, the egg clusters 
painted with cresote. During the fall, 4,586 street trees have been 
eated in this way and the trees on private property should receive 
mediate attention. 

It is to be hoped that our City Government will appropriate sufficient 
nds to enable us to carry out the work of the extermination of all tree 
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OUTDOOR PUBLIC GYMNASIA. 


To the healthy boy and girl exercise is always attractive, it is al ; 
helpful and strengthening. The practice of gymnastics develops al 
muscles, tones the system and yields toughening sinews in place of debil 
itating fat; the gymnasium is the means to this end, its simple and com. 
plicated Le riinnaae alike affording that opportunity for the systema 
development that modern gymnastics aim to secure. 

Fresh air is the chief tonic. An outdoor gymnasium, where such is 
possible, is much better for acquiring muscle and sinew, strength and 
health, than an indoor one. ) 

Realizing the fact that this rests within the power of the City Coun: 
cil of our City, it is to be hoped that they will give this the consideration 
it deserves. i 

The city of Boston instituted as an experiment the Charlesbank 
Gymnasium, an open-air gymnasium, fitting same with appliances that 
give the best exercise, namely, parallel bars 
horizontal bars, climbing poles, vaulting poles, giant a jumping 
boxes, perpendicular and inclined ladders, rope and Jacob ladders, flying 
wings, inclined and perpendicular poles, trapeze breast bars, balancing 
swings, etc. The result of this experiment attracted so much attention 
that it became necessary to construct gymnasia in nearly every ward i 
Boston. 

The success of the city of Boston’s outdoor gymnasia should lead t 
the adoption of the same system in our City. We have an excellent site 
for the construction of an outdoor gymnasium on Cambridge Field, a 
there is plenty of area inside the track for the erection of suitable ap a 
ratus. It is to be hoped that the City Council will appropriate sufficier 
funds to construct same and give the City at least one complete outdooi 
gymnasium. It would be nothing experimental and would be fully appre 
ciated, as the requests, yes, even demands, are so great that it is surpris 
ing that our City Government has not taken some means to provide so 
thing on the lines mentioned before this. As stated in report of las 
year, give the people what they need and what they want, what evel
